At a meeting nf the I 'n. I Ileal I'leu 
nomy Club held last eyonlug In Hi 
Arts Ullildlng, a Julut talk on "The 
Monetary Controversy on I he Ciold 
Slanils.rd" was given liy iMcsHorn C. 
II. Alktnau and G. \V. Levy. Alk- 
itnin spoke vu l ho Gold Standard anil 
Monetary System an It exists to-day 
while (jovy gave what he considered 
the beat plans for adjustment In the 
future. 

Both talks tvere wc.l presented, and 
were followed by a lively discussion, 
in which many of the members pre- 
sent look part. Cleat interest In the 
siibjccL was shown, the meeting be 
iltg exceptionally well attended. 

Bcfurc opening, the presldont. O. 
A. Nairn called on Dr. Leacock. Dr 
Lea cock paid tribute to the late lUn- 
dolphc Kotchum Jonas, a formel 
member of the Political Economy 
Club, In a. few fitting sentences, say 
ing that each morrtber might well 
tako him as an example in studies 
and lnenlR. 

The subject for the evening was 
oponod by Alkman, who outlined the 
present monetary system and lis de- 
fects. He out'.ined the effects of cur- 
rency inflation and deflation, stating 
that these results wore exaggerated 
examples of tirade cycles. Though 
before the war the Gold Standard 
worked fairly smoothly, yet, lie stat- 
ed. It could not cope with trade 
cycles, as gold itso'.f Is capable of 
fluctuations. Canada, he said, should 
try to staballso its unit of exchange, 
but not by uso of the Ciold Standard. 

The second part of the talk, pre- 
sented by Levy, was taken up with 
proposed schemes to remedy the dif- 
ficulties. Both inflation and defla- 
tion tus remedies wore absolutely out 
of tho question, he stated. The only 
alternative, therefore, was devalua- 
tion, that Is the lowering of tho value 
of the respective countries' paper 
money until it meots its actual gold 
balue. This, he said, would be i blow 
to tho countries' pride." but it Is the 
only method, tn connection with this 
he suggested the plan of all Europe- 
an counlrles pooling thoir gold, and 
placing It In one hank, International 
trade being onnrled on hy n. system of 
credit notes, n.nd the financial stnnd- 
of the respective contrlo fl lining bal- 
anced at oortaln times. In this WW y 
gold proper would he kept out of all 
transactions, both internal and inter 
national. He then outline the plans 
of Mr. Klsoher and Mr. Koene. the 
one to stabl'izn paper ourmttcy ami 
vary the corresponding gnVl value 
the other lo do n.way with the gold 
standard altogether. He said that ho 
considered Mr. Klaebor'u plan the 
better for the present, but that Mr 
Keene's plan might well be adopte,.! 
In the future. In closing he stressed 
the necessity nf Immediate action 
and finished with a summary nf his 
precodlng (remarks. 

Dr. Hey follrpviiil with a few re 
niairka, complimenting the speakers 
and endorsing their siiggestiona. Ito- 
freshmenlii were I hen served, atr.l 
were followed by an interesting dis 
mission, 

Altogether, il was an extremely In- 
leresllng meeting, find Judging from 
the program of Ihe Club, will lie fol 
owed by nlhnrs no less nnloyable.

Kotos torn In plet'ea aro tho chief 
external indications of tho "Library 
elates," that have taken pluco dugin^' 
lite. day. ISvory two weeks throo bales 
of paper woighins 125 pounds each 
aro sont away from tho Library lo bo 
sold. However, not all ot these aro 
torn iioioa, — nowspapejrs, wrappers, 
ubandouod oxainluation papers, tuak- 
(its a largo part of this amount.

Library officials discourage the use 
of tho Library typists. Reading rooms 
aro rendezvous of learning and not 
for girls, as the.

You may never have seen him in action but if you habitu- 
;: ally avail yourself of the splendid facilities offered by McGill'a 
Library and reading rooms you have stumbletl countless timea 
upon his handiwork. Did he rob you of your valuables, did he 
purloin your purse you would call him a criminal; but he robs 
you of your inalienable right to share the reading matter in the 
student reading rooms; and society merely calls him ill-bred. We 
" v call him a miscreant, an educated pervert and a vandal. Defacing 
the printed page, adding his masterful touch to what his artistic 
1 eense judges to be lacking in expression, is but a minor manifes- 
tation of his distorted mentality. His greatest delight is in skil- 
fully carving pictures and news articles from magazines and news- 
papers, .leax-ing gaping holes to check the absorbed readers in 
their course. This educated moron, unlike other members of his 
clan, disdains the acetylene torch ; his is a finer and more refined 
task: Drawing a pearl-handled knife, with the dexterity of a prac- 
tised hand, he slashes right and left, disembowels the book, re* 
vue or newspaper, which happens to be the victim of his mania, 
and pocketing his swag marches serenely away to hew fields of 
conquest.

The latest fad — a harmless parlour game designed 
as a sort of mental calisthenics — has of late greatly increased the 
number of offences in the matter of mutilation. The next lover 
of puzzles finds himself cheated out of a pleasent diversion, and 
the many readers not addicted to this pastime mjss the quota- 
tions of their fayorite stock o r the line-up of a sport fixture. 

We regret that driven by exasperation and , the desire to 
voice the mute sufferings cf the many, we find it necessary to ac- 
cord the object of our unwilling consideration the flattery of an 
editorial.

Tho schedule for the year has al- 
ready been drawn up.' and every 
faculty in the college 1b represented. 
These class teams are a wonderful 
incentive for class spirit and loyalty, 
and in tho past tho games themso'.vcs 
have proved not only interesting and 
exerting, hut have exhibited a calibre 
of basketball that merited praise 
from those who knew the game. The 
lea.gue provides a wonderful opport- 
unity for men who would like to play 
lwvskclba:!, but who fear they are not 
quite good enough for the university 
teams. The practice and experience 
they get will prove of groat value 
to them if they decide to turn out 
for the. college teams; Inter on. 

The following regulations had been 
drawn tip for the league. 

Men who have won in "M" playing 
Ivtskoth.Ml are ineligible, also mem- 
bers of any of the regular college - 
teams. 

Games will be p'ayed on Monday 
Wed. and Friday nights. On account 
of the large number of teams it will 
bo necessary for two games to be 
played on one night. Tho first wiO 
start a; 6-30 and the second at 7.15. 
The games will consist of two hal- 
ver of 15 minutes each. 

OnVy eight players can be used 
in a game. However they may 
change as substitutes as often as 
wished, unless put off for four per- 
sonal fouls. 

Games must be started on time. If 
both teams are late the time shall 
be deducted from the playing time. 

If one team fails to appear, they 
wili forfeit the game. 

If both tearrçs fail to appear 10 
minutes after the scheduled time, 
game will be cancelled and struck 
from the schedule. H will not be 
considered as a postponed game. 

Some teams -will be forced to play 
two games in one week.

THINGTO SPOOF 

Noted Humorist Gives Opi- 
nion To Press 



Book after book ban boon written 
about opium and the awful résulta of 
Its use as a stimulant. Considerable 
has been written, loo. about abolish- 
ing tho evil. But until tho last ten 
or fifteen years practically nuthlug 
vas over done toward abolishing It, 
or at least trying to cut down on It; 
A genera) disapprobation there wan, 
but nn action. Thcro was au Inter- 
national meeting at Shanghai In 1D09 
which had Utile effect, nnd confer- 
ences at the Hague In 1911 and 1!>PJ 
which failed largely In their attempts. 

There Is now a fourth International 
Conference In convention at Gcncvn, 
under the auspices or the *Lcagno of 
Nations, which. If tho measures pro- 
posed aro carried through, should 
result In a widespread diminution of 
(ho drug evil, and Us eriullcallnn. It 
Interesting to note that although 
the United Stales Is not a member of 
ho League, the actual authors of the 
drastic proposals which have been 
submitted., and which have a failr 
chiinr.r of being put Into effect, aro 
Americans, u comir^ltteo headed by 
Sici»nen n. Porter, rcpresentativt 
from Pennsylvania.' I) Is further In- 
teresting to nolo that the work of the 
committee Is financed by a fund or 
$10,000 appropriated by Congress. 

Tho extent of dope addiction in 
tho United States Is not fully apprec- 
iated by .the avcrago citizen.

iltleo appointed bjr the Secretary of 
tho Treasury places tho tutal number 
at over l.flOO.OOO.

addicts of all ages was reported as 
using morphine or opium, or Its pre- 
parations. Most of the heroin ad- 
dicts are comparatively young, a por- 
tion of them being bays and girls 
under the age of 20. This is also 
true of cocaine addicts." 

The depredations wrought upon 
humanity by the demoralizing effects 
of these drugs," says another com- 
mittee report, "have been fully and 
convincingly stated by "witnesses who 
have described the misery and suf- 
fering of those who, , have acquired 
their Immoral! uso and who arc 
abandoning themselves to increasing 
Indulgence In them- Young boys ani 
girls are being seduced from good 
citizenship by the lure of dangerous 
narcotics which rapidly sap and ultl 
mutely destroy their moral and phys 
leal sensM)t:ities and instinctive re 
flneniients. Even a child bom to an 
addict mother becomes addicted 
through the mother's miilk." 

That such a condition should exist 
today Is a slap In the face for modern 
civilization. That over a million per- 
sons in our country alone should be 
wrecking their lives by this use of 
these drugs is a. matter for Instant 
attention. The faiiluro of previous In- 
ternational conferences seems to Uo 
In the fact that they <l^ave attacked 
tho problem from the wrong angle. 
At the present time three countries — 
India, Persia, and Turkey — produco 
most of tho opium In the world: and 
In theso threo countries thorn is no 
attempt to curb the production of 
the somniferous poppy blossoms. The 
production of I hem, in fact, is en 
couraged. since revenues from opium 
both raw and refined, form n big 
chunk of the. Income for nil threo 
countries. Although, at the time of 
previous conferences, theso countries 
promised cooperation In pi'cvontlng 
export Into countries where the use 
of tho drugs Is forbidden except for 
medicinal and scientific purposes, 
tholr efforts to prevent smuggling 
were pitifully feeble, and not entered 
into with any enthusiasm. Tho In- 
evitable result has bocn Mint the 
world continues to ho supplied with, 
the drug, because of the ease wliloh 
tho compounds can bo smuggled. 

The method proposed by Iho Amer- 
lean unofficial reprson tat Ivea. al- 
though drnslic, would effectually 
solve the problem* Their provision Is 
as follows: * 

"The contracting parties shall en- 
act effective laws or regulations for 
the control of the production nnd dis- 
tribution of raw opium and enja 
leaves (from which cocaine Is mado) 
so that there will he no surplus 
available for purposes not st.rioily 
.scientific or medicinal, 

The foregoing provision shall not 
operate lo prevent Ihe production for 
exportation! or exportation of, raw 
opium for the purpose of inking Pro- 
pared opium Into those territories 
where Iho uso of prepared opium is 
still temporarily permitted, ho long as 
such exportation, is In conformity 
with the provisions of the conven- 
tion." 

The result of this measure would 
bp to nip the opium l>oppy In the bud, 
so to speak-to curtail t|ip quantity 
pf pplum (tae]f and, thus provpnt apy

REALISM NEAR END OF 
REIGN CLAIMS AUTHOR 

•Realism hat nl-ot seen its day." 
doclured Waller Oe la Mare, tho fam- 
ous English author. In commenting 
tiijMju iho 'Itérai y tendencies which 
have been charatttorlatlo of Ar.iorlcan 
and English works during Lhc past few 
decades. 

"1 hope no," aided Prof. Louis A. 
Strauss of the It'.ngllsli department 
•lr what you refer to Is the average 
PICKont-day literary production." Mr. 
do la Mare agreed with the profcssoi 
mid continued to the effect that the 
purely realistic work. In the senso ol 
truth to foot as it is supposedly pre- 
sented n tbo columns of the news- 
paper, Is dull and uninteresting and 
0..1 mich cannot hope to live nor to bo 
counted among really great literary ef- 
forts. 

Muforc coining to such a decided 
conclusion, which discounts the liter- 
ary value of no much of tbo work of 
present-day authors. 'Mr. do la Mart 
attempted to explain explicitly what 
the moan- by tho term ""realism." 

"Many authors who purport to be 
realists" ho ealX "arc, in fact. not 
realists at n" but merely the extreme 
opposite of romanticists. To explain 
tho romanticists Is accused or select- 
ing cor'nln phase.-, of life and pur- 
posely overlooking other phases, thu: 
presenting a very one-sided picture 
of the thiigs about him. For Instance
